False Loose Smut of Barley 


Last June, wo published a 
degcription of “\ third barley 
smut,” and we appealed to grain 
buyers, members of junior farm 
clubs and others to send in, for 
identification, specimens of what 
looked like loose smut. 

The response to our appeal was 
fairly good, and we are very grate- 
ful to those from whom specimens 
were received, Of 591 specimens, 
410 proved to be ordinary loose 
smut, and 181 were false loose smut. 

False loose smut becomes less and 
loss common from East to West. OF 
116 Manitoba specimens, 66 (44¢%) 


re false | of 295 Saskat- 
in specin ns, 95 (3200) were 

fa loose; and in Alberta, 20 
(139%) out of a tote! of 150 proved 


to he false Io nut. This can 
he explained, ist in part, by 
the fact that the practice of sced 
treatment increases from Fast to 
West, False loose smut can be 
controlled by ordinary methods of 
seed treatment; but ordinary looso 
smut cannot. 86°, of all Alberta 
specimens, 70% of all Saskatchewan 
specimens and only 47¢% of all 
Manitoba specimens wore derived 
from treated seed. In other words, 
it looks as though Alberta may be 
keeping false loose emut down by 
seed treatment, 

[t is also significant that of SS 
Newal specimens, only nine were 
false loose smut. Newal is con- 
centrated in Alberta, Of 99 Plush 


speci tie, 49 were false loose smut, 
Plush is concentrated in Manitoba.
